How the Bonanza King Roughed It 
Before Fortune Smiled. 


Rough Times and Scarcity of Grub 
=The Ophir Wood Pile-Pat 
and the Placervillian— 
Flapjacks. 


(Virginia City Enterprise.] 

In the first months of 1860, times were 
tough on the Comstock. The winter of 1559- 
60 was terzibly severe, as all old settlers will 
remember. Supplies could not be brought 
over the mountains from California, and be- 
fore spring many on the Comstock went 
hungry to bed about three nights in the 
week. That winter a jolly crowd made 
their headquarters ina cabin that stood on 
the hillside above the Ophir office, near the 
Califurnia shaft. The cabin was a sort of 
cave. In entering it one went down two 
steps. The roof was composed of a layer of 
brush, a stratum of dirt, and over this a can- 
vas cover to hold it all in place. The cabin 
dontained four bunks, two on the south and 
two on the north side) John Mackey had the 
lower bunk on the north side and Alexander 
Kennedy slept in the upper one.
